Earl Bowlby won the showcase National 
Hillclimb at Muskegon, Michigan, with a 
5.294 second run on his Class A BSA, 
August 1. Jim Thompson rode a 
Yamaha to second in Class A, while 
Jerry Kinzer rode ,brother Terry’s 
Honda to third. Terry, the defending 


` Grand National Hillclimb Champion, 


was sidelined by a broken wrist. 
Bowlby-prepared BSA in the hands of 
Jim Clark and Keith Grooms placed 
second and third in Class B behind class 
winner David Mosley (Tri) who topped 
the 300-foot Mt. Garfield slope in 6.126 
seconds. Not bad for a “little” 750! 


AB 3867, California's rewritten 
motorcycle noise law, goes to Govenor 
Brown's desk, now that the legislature 
has given it final appoval. It's a victory 
of sorts, in that it keeps California's 
noise standards. already strict, from 
getting any worse. 


Every. new or renewed AMA member 
will receive, with his card, a sticker that 
says “The American Motorcyclist 
Association will pay a reward of $200 
for information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of any person involved in the 
theft of this motorcycle while it is 
owned by a member of this 
Association." The stickies, and the 
reward program are part of the AMA’s 
newly-announced theft protection drive. 





AMA and MIC have signed a four-year 
cooperative agreement to’ fund and 
develop a national land-use program to 
aid beleagured bikers in protecting their 
riding rights. It involves three phases — 
information, coming from 
college/university research into 
motorcycle impacts; grass-roots 
participation as useful info and effective 
political ammo are passed into the 
hands of riders and clubs; and as a last 
resort, litigation assistance, in case it 
becomes necessary to haul the 
posey-sniffers into court. Details to 
come. 


Triple-A Cycle in Santa Ana, California, 
will host a Mike Hannon ISDT teach-in, 
kegger and general Y'all Come party 
August 24-25. Festivities start at 7:30 
p.m. Tuesday with ISDT flicks, 
3-minute tire changes and general 
hospitality till whenever. Proceeds (if 
any) to help Mike with expenses in 
Austria. 


The National Minicycle Association's 
“Bel-Ray Minicycle Grand National 
Championship Series” climaxes in 
Springfield, Missouri, August 20-22 at 
Clear Creek Park. National television 
will record the Finals, which will offer 
eight minicycle, two motorcycle and 
four junior cycle Categories. Ten 
qualifiers will be present from each of 
the four NMA regions in each class and 
five qualifiers per junior class. 


A strong new contingent will be 
challenging the Hikes of Brian 
Myerscough, Jeff Ward, Mike Brown 
and Jim Holley, who have dominated 
the various categories for the past two 
years. Some of the hot new experts are 
Gary Dirks, Darren Penrod, Paul 
Emerson and Mike Lewis. Eight-year-old 
Kurtie Henrickson leads the Junior 
cyclers in the 6-8 stock and modified 
group. Youngsters: from all over the 
United States will compete for the 
coveted title of Grand National Mini 
Champion. 


Paul Pressgrove, Nat'l. No. 74, is due to 
be released soon from Bethany Hospital 
in Kansas City. He was severely injured 
three weeks ago in a crash-at Lakewood 
Speedway, even spending some time on 
a heart/lung machine as doctors worked 
to save his life. He's currently described 
as resting comfortably.

Among them were. sanction 
applications for a mile at Cal-Expo and 
a road race through the streets of Long 
Beach.

We keep getting rider reports that pack 
train operators in the Kennedy 
Meadows area are doing everything they 
can behind the scenes to get bikers 
thrown out; but have been unable to 
check the situation out. Anybody out 
there know what's happening and why? 


CRC invites all you MX'ers to come on 
out to Corona Raceway on Thursday 
nights. They've just fixed up an all new 
track and are anxious for someone to 
try it out. 


Invitations are due to go out by 
mid-August for AMA’s Amateur 
National Road Race Final to be held at 
Mid-America Raceway, Wantzville, Mo. 
on September 25-26. Question: With so 
many big clubs dropping AMA 
affiliation, who was left. to run 
qualifiers? Things have got to get better 
next year. 


The August 15 CANAM Amateur MX 
Qualifier at Layton, Utah was cancelled. 
The AMA has requested riders in that 
area to qualify at the August 28 Tucson, 
Arizona race. See Upshot for more on 
the remaining CANAM race schedule. 





Honda’s 125cc GP ace Marty Smith 
showed up at the Delta National with 
this pair of Type 2 RC125 MXers. Like 
the larger models ridden by Karsmakers, 
Eierstedt and Croft, the all new bikes 
have super suspension travel, are light 
weight and are easier to work on -- and 
they have red motors. 


BLM has opened 23,000 acres originally 
reserved for Canyonlands Nat'l. Park. 
Much of it may instead become a 
Cayonlands Recreation Area. Check 
locally to learn what this means to 
riders.

parts for it I will." Two weeks ago 
Mr. Barlow had put up the money 
to claim Marty Smith's new Type 
2 Honda works bike and he made 
sure that everyone knew that he 
intended to claim another bike, and 
whose it didn’t matter. 

"Let him claim it," said a lounging 
Bob Hannah as he sat in the shade about 
ten feet from his sparkling clean 
watercooled OW-27 Yamaha, “and then 
let him try to get it." The day had 
started in a war of nerves that now has 


125 National Championship events. As 
Hannah sat in the shade to avoid the 
direct rays of the 95 degree sun he was 
the epitome of confidence. Later in the 
day after two tremendous highly 
charged performances he would sit the 
in the same lawn chair for half an hour 
to see if the referee would come to push 
his winning bike away to put it on the 
trading block. The thought didn't 
unnerve Hannah, but over in arch-rival 
Marty Smith's camp the aura was 
completely opposite. No one would 
claim  Marty's bike after the race 
because Marty had brought his old bike 
and left the new Type 2 at home. 
Suzukis two man team of Danny 
LaPorte and Jeff Jennings knew that no 
one would claim their RM engined 
machines as long as the liquid cooled 
Yamaha was sitting in the shade so 
invitingly. 

As much time that was expended on 
the claiming controversy before the 
drop of the first moto gate was also 
spent on discussing the weather. 
“Holding a National in San Antonio in 
August is like holding a National in 
Nome, Alaska in December," said 
ex-Californian Peter Sylagi as he wiped 
his brow with his straw hat and headed 
for the snack bar. The riders tried to 
cool off by soaking their jerseys before 
going to the line. Most of their jersey's 
were soaked with sweat before the 
water could be poured on. Hannah had 
spent two weeks before the race living 
in Texas with the air conditioning 
turned off. Danny LaPorte ventilated 
his jersey with half inch holes. The heat 
put the pressure on and three men felt it 
the most: Bob Hannah who had won 
four out of the five previous Nationals, 
Steve Wise, who was the only privateer 
to win a race this yéar, and former two 
time National Champion Marty Smith, 
who needed points desperately to get 
back in the running.

In the second moto 
he started way in the back to finish 
third again, behind second overall 
Suzuki rider Kurt Janisch.

Round one: False starts 

As the 40 riders came to the line 
there were only 39 bikes for them to sit 
on. Texas favorite Steve Wise stood 
nervously waiting for his mechanic to 
finish a last minute repair. Seconds 
before the start his bike arrived and 
seconds before the gate dropped all 40 
machines exploded over the small metal 
gate. Broc Glover led the charge, Wise 
was third and the red flag came out 
next. Glover returned to the starting 
area, the red flag returned to the starter, 
but Steve Wise had seized and didn’t 
make the re-start. 

For a second time the throttles 
quivered and the gate quaked. They 
were off cleanly with Marty Smith 
winning the honors by six inches 
followed by Broc Glover, Warren Reid, 
Bob Hannah, Jack Keese and Ron 
Turner. Glover shocked the crowd by 
zapping Smith before the first lap was 
over and putting a little ground on the 
factory Honda, but Smith surged back 
into the lead on the second lap and 
carried Warren Reid and Bob Hannah 
with him. Hannah dispatched Reid a 
couple of laps later and started looking 
across the sweeping valleys to try and 
catch a glimpse of Smith. For fifteen 
minutes more the best Hannah could do 
was see patches of the red, white and 
blue jersey going up while he was 
coming down. Danny LaPorte came 
from tenth to move into third ahead of 
Reid. The standings were now a Factory 
Honda, factory Yamaha, factory Suzuki 
and privateers Warren Reid, Broc 
Glover, and Ron Turner. 

The race appeared to be settling into 
a sprint with each rider maintaining a 
constant distance between himself and 
his pursuers, That changed drastically 
with only ten minutes to go in the 
moto. Hannah started to charge and the 
crowd noticed it immediately, Down 
the rough, pot-holed straight they 
would come, first Smith and then a 
tight, compact Bob Hannah. The next 
lap would find them closer, and with 
two laps to go it was Hannah coming 
down the straight with Smith in pursuit. 
Marty didn’t break off the battle , but 
he couldn’t initiate enough momentum 
on what had essentially become a 
shockless machine. LaPorte had tucked 
in behind Hannah at the thirty minute 
mark with the intention of dogging him 
to the end and then going for it, but his 
strategy slid out from under him along 
with his Suzuki. LaPorte was up for 
third ahead of Reid and Glover. 


Pit patter 

Smith sat in the shade of the Honda 
trailer, as the big Honda trucks are now 
a thing of the past, and tried to cool off 
as fifty eager fans searched his face over 
the fence for signs of failure. Marty had 
none; he had given it his best, but the 
machine wouldn't co-operate. He 
longed for the new Type 2. Hannah was 
back in the shade watching Bill Buchka 
re-prepare his bike. Bill was smiling and

Bob was relaxed. At Suzuki, Jeff 
Jennings was relaxed and waiting for the 
second moto. His first moto had ended 
when his rear brake cable came adrift. 
LaPorte was down with Bruce 
McDougal listening to Bruce explain 
how he pooped out and lost a couple 
places at the finish. 

The mood for the second moto was 
set as the bikes came pushing out for 
the second start and a Texas fan yelled 
over the fence to Steve Wise, 
*Remember the Alamo!" 


Second round: more of the same 

Broc Glover went for it again right 
off the start and led LaPorte and David 
Taylor. Farther back the top three 
riders in the nation were spread out; 
Steve Wise was sixth, Hannah was eighth 
and Smith was 15th. LaPorte took the 
lead away from Glover early in the 
moto and stepped up the pace to clear 
away a twenty second lead for himself. 
Glover was immediately under assault 
from Wise, who had Hannah breathing 
down his neck, followed by Warren 
Reid, Jeff Jennings, John Savitsky, and 
Marty Smith. 

LaPorte's engine started to bog 
coming out of the numerous sweeping 
hairpins. He passed the mechanics area 
pointing at the rear wheel and Bob 
Hannah, Steve Wise, Marty Smith and 
Broc Glover took immediate advantage 
of his hardship. Two laps later the 
problem cleared up and LaPorte started 
to come back. Jennings moved to fourth 
place and then started to suffer from 
the heat. The sixteen year old faded 
back to seventh in as many laps. 

Hannah was now firmly in command 
of the overall as Marty moved past Wise 
to take second, LaPorte nipped by Wise 
for third and on the next to the last lap 
the order read: Hannah, Smith, LaPorte, 
Wise, Glover, Savitksy, Ron Turner and 
Jeff Jennings. On the last lap Hannah 
crossed the finish line with his hand 
raised in victory, Smith crossed with his 
head lowered, LaPorte was third and 
upset, Glover was a gleeful fourth, 
Jennings had recovered to re-pass both 
Turner and Savitsky for fifth, Warren 
Reid was eighth, David Taylor and 
Bruce McDougal were ninth and tenth. 
Steve Wise crashed into the nylon fence 
on the last lap and couldn't get his bike 
untangled in time. 


Claiming; the aftermath 

The mechanics set the machines up 
on the stands and stood around. No one 
wanted to load up and then have to 
unload because of a claim. Stop watches 
were started and the thirty minutes 
slowly dragged by. At the end of the 
time no claim had been made, everyone 
smiled, but Bob Hannha's smile was the 
broadest because he had won his fifth 
National of the year and he had a bike 
to ride next week.

TERRE HAUTE, IND., AUG. 15 

"Allriüght!" Kenny Roberts 
screamed it out so all could hear. 
It was directed not so much at his 
breathtaking half-a-wheel victory 
over Jay Springsteen as it was 
toward the rest of the competitors 
to let them know that he was back 
on top of the AMA Grand 


National Championship/Camel Pro 
Series point standings by the slim 
margin of one — yes, one — point. 

It was a helluva race that boiled down 
to a last lap confrontation between 
Kenny and Springer. Jay, with more 
motor and a beautiful drive off turn 
four slipped by into the lead going into 
turn one on the final lap only to slide a 
little high exiting two, allowing Kenny 
to blast by and, in his mind, gain 
enough breathing room for the win. Jay 
nailed the throttle after his bobble and 
wheelied almost the length of the back 
straight making a do-or-die charge. 

Kenny still had a goodadvantage 
coming out of four, but Jay was 
gobbling up the gap at a rapid pace. 
Roberts, with victory in sight, raised his 
fist in a victory salute halfway to the 
flag, unaware that Springsteen was 
pouring on the coal. “I got to the first 
white line on the track and realized that 
it was a grid line and not the finish line. 
At that same instant I saw Jay’s shadow. 
It was close.” Closer than Kenny 
wanted, but Jay was short of stealing 
the victory. 

A disappointed Springsteen 
commented, “I should have reached 
over and pulled Kenny back or stuck 
my nose over the handlebars or 
something. We'll get him at Indy." t 

Third place finisher Hank Scott was 
the only quiet person during the 
winner’s circle ceremony and 
afterwards. Fourth place Gary Scott 
found, as did a number of other riders, 
that what worked for them in the heat 
race didn't always work in the National. 

The top four placings served to create 
even a tighter race at the top of the 
standings with Roberts (180) leading 
Gary Scott (179) by one point and 
Springsteen (165) breathing down their 
necks. 


Heats 

It was five in the afternoon before 
the first heat rolled to the grid as an 
uncooperative Mother Nature drenched 
the track the night before and then 
kept the sky a dark grey until almost 
one. Two hours of track packing by 
vans rendered the track ridable, but it 
deteriorated throughout the day into 
ruts, holes,  berms and  gullys. 
Fortunately there were few accidents. 

Fast qualifier Kenny Roberts led off 
the heats with a win, but not before he 
played a tough game of pass and repass 
with Hank Scott. Corky Keener joined 
in briefly, then eased back to finish 
third. 

Ted Boody got a wrenched left knee 
from a crash in the second heat when he 
tried to get undemeath Randy Cleek. 
Boody led initially, but was then passed 
by Springsteen who had just swooped 
Cleek for second. Cleek turned the 
tables on Boody while Steve Eklund 
closed the gap and took the final 
transfer to the National on Boody's 
crash. 

Chuck Joyner brought Triumph fans 
to their feet as he held off repeated 
charges by Dave Sehl and Gene Romero. 
Sehl's engine went off song and Gene, 
riding with a fire that hasn't burned as 
brightly in a long time, battered by for 
the win with Joyner leading Rickey 
Campbell to the flag. 

The fourth heat was a real slam-bang 
affair. So much so that Gary Scott, after 
complaints by riders, was allegedly fined 
for  over-aggressive riding. Larry 
Zumbrun led the field. with Billy Eves 
chewing his rear tire and taking the lead 
three laps into the race. Mike Kidd, 
Gary Scott and Rex Beauchamp were 
rattling everything in sight. Scott 
charged to second as Beauchamp 
dropped to sixth, Paul Bostrom came up 
to challenge and worked his way into 
the lead only to lose it two laps from 
the end with a bobble in turn two which 
let Eves by for the win. Bostrom kept

Semis 

Steve Droste and Rex Beauchamp 
took the last transfers to the National 
by winning their respective Semis. 
Droste dropped Rick Hocking down a 
slot for his victory. 

Mike Gerald, a rather unfamiliar face 
at the front of the pack on a half mile, 
led the second Semi through the 
halfway flags then succumbed to the 
pressure of Rex Beauchamp. Defending 
Terre Haute champion Mike Kidd failed 
to start the race when his oil drive key 
sheared off on the starting line. 


Trophy Race 

Overeagerness on the starting line 
prompted a restart, but that didn't 
matter to Guy McClure as he put his 
Widman's sponsored Harley at the front 
and proceeded to open some breathing 
room on the fight for second. Phil 
McDonald, Keith Hawley and John 
Johnson argued with vigor and it was 
Johnson who held the upper hand. Rick 
Hocking came from mid pack to get 
into the fight and came out with third 
as McDonald slipped to fourth. 


National 

“The track is unreal and is so rough. I 
don’t look forward to getting beaten to 
death for 20 laps.” Corky Keener 
echoed the sentiment of many riders as 
suspension changes headed the list of 
priorities. 

Hank Scott led off the grid when the 
green flashed as Springer, Gary Scott, 
Roberts, Romero, Joyner and Eklund 
thundered close behind. Keener was 
almost last from a bad start as were 
Bostrom and Eves, 

Eklund was the first of the front pack 
to falter. “I dove into the corners harder 
than anyone, yet I got passed on the 
straight like I was tied to a pole." Steve 
slowly slipped to 13th. 

Roberts dispatched Gary with a drive 
off turn two for third and set his sights 
on the lead. “I was just waiting for 
Springer to move Hank out,” said 
Kenny, “but Springer made a bobble on 
the groove so I went underneath. I got 
Hank with a drive off turn four." 

While the front three pulled a 








distance away, a big battle was going on 
behind with plenty of shuffling. Gary 
Scott led the rest of the field ahead of 
Romero (“I just couldn't get past 
Scott.”), Rickey Campbell (“I did a job 
on my knee when I caught my foot in a 
turn one tire marker while trying to pass 
Gene.”), Beauchamp (“With the track 
like it was, passing in traffic and 
making it stick was hard.’’) and Paul 
Bostrom (“I got a bad start and the new 
tire we put on just didn’t seem to want 
to work. In my heat the tire wore a hole 
in my brake line, so I was shifting all 
over the track. I tried it in the National, 
but it didn't work.") Chuck Joyner, 
Randy Cleek and Steve Droste echoed 
the “what worked in the heat doesn't 
always work in the Main" blues. 

Roberts made his pass on Hank on 
lap 13 with Springer moving up two laps 
later to shake the ground right behind 
Kenny. The trio had opened up enough 
room so that Hank was safe from 
brother Gary in fourth. Beauchamp 
moved to fifth in the Big Fight Behind 
with Romero, Joyner, Cleek, Bostrom 
and Campbell trailing. Then came that 
fantastic last lap. 

Roberts, not content to spray 
everyone with the winner's champagne, 
poured a good deal of it into announcer 
Jack Hall's shirt pocket as he was being 
interviewed. 

Relaxing and signing autographs in 
the pits, Kenny talked about the coming 
weeks. “Things are really starting to 
work. The new frame (a K-R Racing 
Frames’ item designed by Kenny) is 
handling and I’m pleased with the way 
things are going. Now if I can just find a 
couple of more ponies for Indy...”

Friday the thirteenth may have 
been unlucky for some, but for 
Californian Steve Eklund it proved 
to be lucky. The young rookie 
Expert, aboard the Zanotti Enter- 
prises — sponsored/Frank Nye 
tuned Yamaha boogied his way 
to a flag-to-flag victory at the 
AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series Santa 
Fe short track. The win, Steve's second 
of the season, boosted him into fifth in 
the standings and into the lead for 
Rookie of the Year honors over Ted 
Boody, who finished ninth. 


In second, debuting the 
Harley-Davidson 350cc short tracker, 
was Jay Springsteen while third felt to 
Randy Cleek and his K&N/Bel-Ray 
Yamaha. Kenny Roberts, who appeared 
to be the track favorite before the 
National, took fourth; privateer Dave 
Leonard (Yam), riding in his first 
National, was fifth. 


Time Trials and Heats 


Santa Fe regular Steve Elo proved he 
had done his. homework by tri ripping the 
clocks at 16.087 seconds followed by 
Eklund, Roberts, Pee Wee Gleason and 
Cleek. Harley team members 
Springsteen, Corky Keener and Rex 
Beauchamp gave the pit sages something 
to think about as they qualified 350cc, 

-versions of Harley's two stroke short 
tracker in the top ten. 


Rick Hocking, gimpy knee and all, 
parlayed a good start and some hard 
riding into a win in the first heat. Early 
leader Steve Elo spent the majority of 
the closig laps holding off repeated

charges by "Skip" ‘Aksland with Guy `: 


McClure and Terry Poovey playing 
shadow behind. 

Heat two quickly went into restart 
status as Jim Rawls spilled in mid-pack 
on the opening lap. A good deal of track 
preparation later, the field was on the 
move with Steve Eklund feeling the hot 
breath of Corky Keener and his buzzing 
Harley. Keener’s charge ended three laps 
from the checkers as his engine seized. 
Rawls moved into second for the finish 
with Kenny McDonald’s charge from 
the penalty line carrying him to third. 

A Kenny Roberts magic trick 
performed while saving himself from a 
vicious tank-slapper and Rex 
Beauchamp's seizing demise highlighted 
heat three. Roberts took a runaway win 
after passing early leader Mike Johnson, 
who was almost nipped for second on 
the final lap by Steve Morehead. 

Buck Boren pulled a holeshot in heat 
four that should have been good enough 
for the win; trouble was the other nine 
riders weren't playing that game. 
Almost immediately Dave Leonard 
began a challenge which turned into a 
dy-no-mite lead swapping duel that 
Leonard won on lap five. Boren then 
was bumped to third by a hard riding 
Pee Wee Gleason. Buck spent the final 
laps holding off Paul Bostrom. 

Randy Cleek, Gary Scott and Brad 
Hurst (on a super-sanitary CZ) set the 
pace in heat five. Cleek clicked and 
Scott scooted on their way to transfers 
to the National. 

Last year's National winner Hank 
Scott turned in an opening lap lead in 
heat six, but that was short lived as Jay 
Springsteen barged past on the second 
lap. Ted Boody then put six laps of 
pressure on Hank, getting by with a turn 
three charge. A frustrated Hank Scott 
pulled off a lap later; another victim of 
engine seizure. 

Semis 

Steve Morehead was off and running 
in the first Semi in hopes of securing a 
National grid position. Terry Poovey 
had other ideas and with a turn four 
pass, left Morehead to ponder his fate. 

Bikes flew everywhere as a five rider 
crash brought out the red flag in Semi 
two. All returned to action and Bostrom 
and Boren each picked up a piece of the 
lead on the opening lap of the restart 
while Jay Ridgeway fought his way 
from fourth to the lead on the next 
go-around. Ridgeway looked sure to win 
when his engine seized as he exited turn 
four, highsiding him into the wall. Jay 
took a hospital trip with a suspected 
cracked rib; Boren took the win on the 
single file restart. 


Trophy Race 

Paul Bostrom got a worm's eye view 
of turn one while challenging for third 
on the opening lap of the Trophy Race 
to bring out the red flag. 

On the restart, Jimmy Mayo (Bul) 
put a lock on first place and never let 
up. A quarreling pack containing 
Morehead, Aksland, McClure and Mike 
Eades ran to the checkers. 


National 

There was drama on the National 
starting grid when the bikes came back 
to the grid after a warm-up lap. Tuner 
Frank Nye, working against the clock, 
made a quick jet and plug change on 
Eklund’s bike. Eklund then practiced 
his start with a burnout and the pair 
went to a hotter plug while the seconds 
ticked away. “We went to the line too 
rich, but it was as close as I could figure 
it without having any running time on 
the track. We did two complete jetting 
changes after the heat looking for the 
right combination in this humidity 
because the bike was pinging so bad in 
the heat, we thought it might not make 
it." The problem was echoed by others 
and reflected in the many seizures 
throughout the night. 

Eklund occupied the pole (inside) for 
the National with Springsteen, Cleek, 
Roberts, Hocking and Leonard filling 
out row one. Rawls, Boody, Gary Scott, 
Johnson, Elo and Gleason took up row 
two while Poovey and Boren filled the 
final two spots. 

With a classic holeshot that left the 
rest of the field a length or two behind, 
Eklund sped through turns one-two 
leading Cleek, Roberts, Springsteen and 
Hocking down the back stretch. In 
quick order on the next two laps,

drive that carried him past Cleek and 


Roberts into second. Hocking kept the 


battle tight, only a few lengths back. 

Not far behind, a second battle was 
quickly developing with Leonard, Elo, 
Boody, Scott, Rawls and Poovey riding 
in a 12 wheel cluster resembling one 
huge bike. Positions, while changing 
within the pack, were never secure. You 
could be sixth one lap and llth the 
next. 

Cleek regained third a quarter way 
into the 20 lap race and never 
relinquished it again although Roberts 
tried all the moves in the book. Hocking 
compounded his problem with constant 
pressure. The finish was set for the top 
four. 

On lap 14, Hocking succumbed to a 
blown lower end just when it seemed he 
could make a move on Cleek and 
Roberts. 

As the field stretched out a bit, a race 
within a race developed between Boody 
and Scott. Scott held the upper hand 
from lap nine through 13, with Boody 
taking charge until Scott passed him for 
good two laps from the flag. The battle 
was for seventh at that time, yet it was 
fought like victory was on the line. 

With Hocking out, Dave Leonard 
took over fifth ahead of Elo.

« Meanwhile, Poovey waited for a chance 
to pass as the Boody/Scott duel raged in 
front of him. That chance came one lap 
from the checkers and he swooped both 
riders for seventh. 

In the  winner's circle Eklund, 
normally quiet, was almost as bubbly as 
the stuff he was spraying the crowd 
with. 

“I got a good start, a real good one, 
and that plus the fact that the bike ran 
flawlessly was all I needed to win. I 
really wanted to win this one," said 
Steve. Relaxing later, Steve's tuner, 
Frank Nye, commented, “I knew how 
badly he wanted this one. He very 
seldom gets nervous before a race, but 
tonight he was so on edge that the 
energy had to go somewhere. He put it 


to good use." e.

NEW CASTLE, KY., AUG. 15 
"Man, it's bad out there!" Gary 
Semics exclaimed to no one in 
particular as he tugged at his 
mud-filled helmet straps in the 
Kawasaki pits immediately after 
winning the first 500cc National 
moto at Castle Point Motor Sport 
Park. The track, well watered on 
Saturday, had turned into a long 
winding trough filled with 
axle-grease-like clay which adhered to 
the knobby tires clogging them into 
uselessness. A Saturday night 
thundershower accompanied by another 
heavy rainfall on race day turned what 
would have been a fast race on an easy 
course into a question of survival. 

| When it was over, those who had 
been able and lucky enough to fall the 
least number of times and hang on to 
their slithering cycles had come out on 
top. Gary had charged hard from the 
beginning, starting well and working it 
into a well executed 1-2 overall victory. 
Honda’s Rich Eierstedt showed the 
latent ability that's been there all along, 
perhaps not fully recognized by his 
sponsors, by pulling together a 
consistent 4-3 score for second. And 
500cc National MX Series point leader 
Kent Howerton continued to 
demonstrate the tenacity and speed 
that's put him presently on top of the 
big bore heap. Kent's 2-5 afternoon, 
despite nearly losing the sight in his 
right eye, was impressive to say the 
least. 


Round one — meeting the mud 
monster 

The main worry at the starting gate as 
the first moto lined up was Castle 
Point's freshly slicked, off-camber first 
turn. It's not likely that game plans 
extended beyond that corner; many 
riders expressed their concern about just 
making it through. But when the 
moment of truth came, the National 
caliber moto-wizards not only made it, 
they threw in some fast and heavy 
passing action. Only two riders went 
down, Gary Chaplin and Rick Burgett, 
and they returned to place llth and 
eighth for the moto. 

Instantly, Brad Lackey and Pierre 
Karsmakers were elbow to elbow, 
criss-crossing the track in alternate lines 
nearly clipping wheels trying to gain an 
inch on the other. Bad, Bad Brad finally 
won out, finding the line with traction 
as Pierre's rear wheel hit a soft spot. 
Charlie Sun's privateer Husky filled the 
third spot followed by Tony DiStefano, 
Gary Semics, Bobby Harris, Kent 
Howerton’ and Jim Turner on his 
Canadian Suzuki. 


“I took off my goggles in the first 
tum!" Kent Howerton said afterward, 
and he wasn't alone. First in mind, 
before weariness, injuries or mechanical 
problems, came the cornea cutting pain 
of riding without eye protection. 


| Within the first ten minutes, Pierre's 
pressure on Brad came to a screeching 
halt when the Type 2 RC400 called it 
quits. 

“Seized crank," Pierre hurriedly 
replied as he helped Merle Anderson 
replace the motor between motos after 
his first round DNF. 

Husky teammate Kent Howerton was 
there to replace Pierre with Weinert on 
his tail, however, and Lackey didn’t get 
any breaks. Near the 15 minute point, 
Kent pressed steadily as Gary Semics 
held down third. Weinert pe back 
to fourth as Sun faded to fifth, 





Semics leads the sliders through the cleanest part of the race. 


Kent got past into the lead, then 
extended his lead to over 20 seconds, 
seemingly safe as Gary Semics closed 
on, and then passed Brad. Lackey 
returned, after backing off to pace 
himself for the duration, near the 30-35 
minute mark to push Semics for a 
repass, but a small misjudgement on the 
unforgiving grease put him out of it 
entirely. The front wheel washed out on 
a bowllike turn dumping the Number 
Five in the World Championship Series 
rider on the downhill side of the bike. 
Between the slippery hillside and weight 
of the tremendously heavy mud-laden 
bike, it took Brad several minutes just 
to get back on two wheels. And then it 
wouldn't start. 

Motorcycle weight became a major 
factor. The ridiculously sticky clay 
actually doubled the weight of the 
500cc class machines. As an example, 
Harley-Davidson crew members John 
Ingham and Don Habermehl gave Rex 
Staten's works bike the old bathroom 
scale test after the race. The front wheel 
registered . 150 pounds, and the rear 
wheel which had to be lifted on by two 
men, bottomed out the scale at 270 
pounds — 420 plus! 

Howerton seemed in good shape as 
the moto progressed, but it wasn’t over 
yet. Only three laps from the end the 
Husky stalled in a tight turn. 

“My clutch was adjusted too loose. 
When I pulled it in, the motor stalled, 
and Gary passed me,” Kent explained. 
But that wasn’t the end, either. Kent 
remounted and tried to pick up some 


. time. Then, as he approached a lapped 


rider, he received a faceful of mud from 
the rider’s rear wheel. A large clot of 
clay hit his right eye, which was still 
open, and stuck. He tried to claw it off 
and couldn’t. Throwing his gloves away 
and using bare hands didn’t help either 
and he had to finish at a slower 
one-eyed pace hanging on to second. 

Winert rolled in third followed by 
Honda's top rider of the day, Rich 
Eierstedt, in fourth. Honda's third team 
rider Tommy Croft rounded out the top 
five. 


Round two — Oh no, not again! 
Brad Lackey and Gary Semics 
grabbed the top two slots after a six 
abreast charge through turn one. Two 
riders were left in the wake with 
stopped bikes this time; Tommy Croft 
and Jim Turner had suffered in the 
stampede. Jim couldn't stage a 


comeback, but Tommy. managed to. 


back up his first moto fifth with a 
hard-fought 12th to hang in for a 
seventh in the overall standings. 
Three-quarters of a lap into the race, 
Pierre Karsmakers had the lead and was 
driving fiercely to make up for his first 
round DNF* But hot on his trail was 
Yamaha rider Ricky Burgett. As the pair 
approached the mechanics' area, Burgett 


cut inside, never losing momentum and 
pulled up beside the leader. Just as Rick 
drew alongside, Pierre found a 
combination dip/slick spot and jumped 
off right in front of the pit crews. It was 
only the first of many mistakes for the 
unlucky Dutchman. 

Burgett held a ten second lead at the 
end of lap one, and was riding 
unbelieveably faster than everyone else. 

“He’s been braggin’ to me all year 
about how good he rides in the mud," 
Yamaha mechanic Don Dudek said 
afterward, “and I guess he was right! It 
just never rained before.” 

Pierre lost only two places in his fall, 
to Burgett and Kent Howerton, but 
only a-few hundred yards down the 
track he stalled the Honda and lost 
several more spots. 

Pierre's error put Brad Lackey in 
third at the end of lap one followed by 
a fast moving Rich Eierstedt, Unadilla 
winner Steve Stackable, 250cc National 
Champ Tony  DiStefano, and the 
eventual overall winner Gary Semics. 

Rex Staten held down eighth place 
but, like many others, had difficulty 
getting up over the steep finish line 
tunnel jump. The hard surface covered 
with slimy clay offered.zero traction 
and required a running start to crest it. 
In a frustrating comedy, funny only to 
those who watched — not the star of the 
show, Rex tried repeatedly to get over. 
He finally backed off, got a head start 
and topped the mound to the cheers of 
the appreciative audience. 

Lap two saw Howerton fall way 
behind as the Husky refused to follow 
the game plan. 

“I think we got some dirt in the 
carburetor,” Kent speculated. “First it 
wouldn't idle, then it started pinging.” 
By the time he got things rolling again, 
he was down a lap on the leaders. 

Rick Burgett had, by the end of the 
second lap, established a 35 second lead 
on the second place rider Rich 
Eierstedt. As the positions swapped far 
behind him, Rick would eventually 
accumulate an unbelieveable two minute 
lead near the 35 minute mark! In the 


Kentucky clay, he was absolutely 
untouchable. 

Before 20 minutes were up, only the 
scorers knew for sure who held which 
position. There had been so many falls, 
and there was such a difference in lap 
times, that riders in the top five were 
being lapped. 

250cc National Champ Tony 
DiStefano made a good showing early in 
the race, trying to make up for a tenth 
in round one when his rear brake 
backing plate had broken in two. But 
things things turned out even worse as 
his clutch gave out on the last lap of the 
long second moto. 

Brad Lackey dropped out following a 
tank-slapping get-off near the 
mechanics’ area. 


When it finally ended, Rick Burgett 
still held an almost one minute 
advantage over second placer Gary 
Semics even though he’d backed off his 
original breakneck pace. Following 
Gary, both in this moto and in the 
overall daily tally, was Rich Eierstedt. 
Honda teammate Pierre Karsmakers (“I 
fell at least 15 times!") had come back 
from his opening lap problems and hung 
in to pick up some important series 
points with a fourth in the moto. Kent 
Howerton held on to finish fifth, a 
tough assignment considering the 
course, the competition and the 
antibiotics that blurred the vision in his 
injured eye. Kent’s 2-5 held down third. 
Burgett’s eighth place in round one (his 
motor had taken in some water and quit 
after the turn one get-off along with the 
second round victory was good enough 
for fourth, and Steve Stackable’s 6-6 
total gave him a solid fifth for the 
afternoon, 

“How does it feel to ride a 55 minute 
moto?” Gary Semics’ mechanic Rick 
Jones asked as Gary rolled into the 
Kawasaki pits with the overall win in 
the bag. 

“When I was picking it up on the last 
lap," Gary replied, "it didn't feel too 
good!" But it appeared to feel extra 
good a few minutes later when, as Gary 
returned all alone from the awards 
presentation with a tall trophy and 
bottle of champagne, he tipped the 
bottle up to pour a private victory toast 
over his forehead as if to say, “Far out, 
we really did it.” 


250cc Support 

Penton Imports rider Frank Stacy 
continued to abscond with the Support 
class laurels, doing his usual trick of 
winning both motos. 

Suzuki rider Denny Swartz took over 
and rode the only other fast and 
consistent race of the day, scoring a 2-2 
behind Stacy’s 1-1. Curtis Hammons, 
Scott Wallenberg and David 
Newswanger rounded out the top five.

In the past four years, every 500cc 
World Championship title -has 
been a cliff hanger for a master 
who has had to beat back to 


opposition right down to the last 
race. In 1973, it was Willi Bauer 
down to the last race in Holland; 
in '74, Roger DeCoster lost it to 
the Flying Finn, Heikki Mikkola. Last 
year's battle was also with Mikkola, but 
this time Roger edged out his best 
opponent in recent years 

This season Mikkola chose to ride the 
250cc class, and now Suzuki's number 
two is pushing Number One for number 
one. Gerrit Wolsink made in crystal 
clear at the beginning of the season that 
he was “going for it” this year and with 
the crown in sight, the results have 


backed up his quest. The 29 year-old | 


doctor of dentistry and resident of 
Lockem, Holland has come so close to 
being Champion of the World that the 
feeling was slightly tense in Belgium. 


After a short rider presentation in the 
warming sun, the thirty-two riders 
started their bikes in the parc ferme and 
rode to the start line according to 
qualifying positions. It was a good clean 
start with Roger getting his RN370 
Suzuki’s front wheel a little ways up in 
the air before pushing the front end 
back down while holding it wide open 
for the right-hand long sweeper. Roger 
was in the lead as they bailed into the 
woods. As they came around for the 





first lap Roger was out in front and 
pouring it on with Gerrit trying to catch 
him. Noyce lost all chances of scoring 
points when his chain came off twice 
and he was forced to retire. Weil was all 
alone in second with Lackey and Bengt 
Aberg in fourth and fifth places. Bengt 
closed in on Brad, and Brad upped his 
blistering pace a notch to keep ahead of 
the former World Champion. A terrific 
scrap for sixth was going on between 
Vic Eastwood on the Stadium 
sponsored CCM and Jaak Van 
Velthoven on his Robert Gielis-tuned 
KTM. Action got real hot at the end of 
the long straight after the start sweeper 
as both Vic and Jaak would come 
bombing down wide open each playing 
who’s-got-the-hair-to-hold - it-open. Vic 
closed the door on Jaak and never gave 
an inch as he held the four-banger wide 
open and drifted it through the loam 
with Jaak backing off the throttle every 
time. 

The race hadn’t gotten warmed-up 
when the DeCoster-Wolsink duel ended 
in the fifth lap. Gerrit’s RN hit a sharp 
rock and the rear tire went flat. Roger 
got the sign that Gerrit was out but 





never slacked off even though Weil was 
over thirty seconds behind. Bengt was 
still pushing Brad but bad luck also 
struck him out when the chain broke on 
his Bultaco. Brad was now free to set 
this sights on Adolf and he gunned the 
Husqvarna after the Maico in hot 
pursuit. 

Weil was credited with the fastest lap 
with a 3.21.6, Roger followed with a 
3.21.8, and Gerrit's best effort in his 
short appearance was timed at 322.5. 

A sharp rock had broken a hole in 
Brad's clutch side cover. That was the 
only item Julle had to tend to besides 
cleaning off the mud and giving the 
Husqvarna a thorough once over. Once 
the cover was replaced B rad asked Julle 
to check the front end. That downhill 
with theasphaltat the bottom was really 
hard on the bikes. ‘The forks compressed 
all the way and then you'd hit the 
asphalt and I thought they were going 
to snap off!” Brad exclaimed. 

When the gate dropped for the second 
race at five minutes before five Roger 
took the holeshot again and gunned his 
Suzuki into the lead. When they came 
blasting around the long sweeper, RD 
had the pedal to the metal, his bike laid 
and completely sideways as his rear tire 
showered the spectators with gravel; he 
never backed it off until the sharp right 
hander with the deep ruts. Wolsink 
again followed him in second with Jaak 
getting a good start and lying in third as 
they came around for the first lap. 
Graham became a non-scorer for the 
day when he crashed his Maico on an 
easy right hander in the woods and tore 
the throttle cable out on the first lap. 

The battle between Roger and Gerrit 
kept up its fast pace, and at about the 
30-minute mark Gerrit started knocking 
off a couple seconds a lapto move upon 
Roger. It was five laps from the finish 
when they were way ahead of everyone 
else, Roger lost it. He was approaching a 
right hand turn that had built up a good 
berm using the line that had his Suzuki 
banking off the dirt to keep his speed 
up. As he approached it this time he 
realized that someone had crashed 
through the berm and it was no longer 
there for him to use at this speed. He 
knocked it off and in doing so the 
engine started to load up. He quickly 
pulled in the clutch enough to rev the 
engine to clear it, but the crashed rider 
had dug a hole spinning his tire to get 
going again, and as Roger slid wider 
through the corner he hit the hole 
sideways with his rear wheel and he fell 
over. The engine stalled and it took him 
about twenty seconds to get it started. 
In the meantime Gerrit shot past and 
when Roger finally got it going he 
managed to nip back in ahead of Jaak. 

Roger really hauled in those last few 
laps and managed to almost catch Gerrit 
as they crossed the finish line only nine 
seconds apart for first and second 
places. 

Bengt crashed into one of the metal 
fences, and while he was down Schmitz 
accidently rammed him in the back with 
the Puch's footpeg. Bengt retired. 
Herbert got up and finished twelfth 
behind Vic Allan and Adolf Weil who 
finished tenth. Vic Eastwood collected 
points again with his ninth place finish. 

In the fifteen lap race, the organizers 
screwed up and they had the riders 
doing one more lap. Roger was credited 
with fastest lap with a 3.17 flat and 
Gerrit was second with a 3.17.1 

On the victory rostrum it was Roger 
in first place with his 1-2 finish as Brad 
gladly stood in the second place spot 
with his 3-4 results. Third place man 
was Jaak Van Velthoven with a 6-3. 

This^was Roger's seventh Belgian GP 
victory since 1969 and it has only been 
interupted once when Willi Bauer won 
both motos in 1973 aboard Maico. e

Over 260 motocross riders flooded 
the pits last Friday at Irwindale 
Raceway for the first of three 
qualifying rounds for this year's 
C.M.C. Night National Motocross 
Championship on Friday, Sept. lOth.

You can’t accelerate quite hard enough to 

really scratch here, but some people, with more horsepower, can. Only a 

short relaxation break, than hard on the binders and back down through the 

gears. Left, beware the rough pavement ridge as you accelerate out, looking 

for the skein of powder sand that the wind has laid at the next corner, 
another left. 


Now for the scary part. Still accelerating, the rough, ripply pavement slams 
you about as you reach for fifth gear. There it is, the fast, blind esses. You see 
the road edge curve left and just disappear into empty space. Can you leave it 
wicked on? Almost tapped in fifth, barely kissing the pavement at the 
apex/crest; you’re dialed in and beginning to pick the machine up and lay it 
right even before you can see the track. Bloody flagman had better be awake, 
as you rush. downhill flat out, finding your clipping point in the right-hander 
right where you hoped it would be. Now hard on the brakes, fight the 
machine as again rough pavement tries to throw you off, down to second gear 
and left downhill right immediately into the infamous Merry-go-round 
roundabout with only one clean line, immediately left again and out onto 
another bumpy straight. At the end, left again to the very short straight past 
the paddock. Had enough? Not bloody likely! 








Corsa Pacifica — the scratcher’s circuit by the sea. Minutes away from 
anywhere in Greater Los Angeles. Are youready to get angry? Are you ready 
to hear how close to reality it might be? 

If you want, you can go out now and ride it on your street bike, to check 
it out. Just observe all the stop signs and don’t do anything blatantly illegal in 
sight of the security guard. You see, the very pavement I’ve been talking 
about is in place, right off the ends of the main runways at Los Angeles 
International Airport. ? 

It used to be a swank seaside residential area. But the residents kept suing 
the airport over the noise of jets taking off overhead. So after about 10 years 
of legal BS, the Airport Authority said “OK, you win,” bought everybody 
out, and moved out all the houses, leaving nothing but the sweeping, 
swooping streets on the coastal dunes between the airport and the sea. 

In case you haven't caught the drift, yet, it is an ideal spot for a Pavement 
Vehicle Recreation Area. For you serious racers, it fulfills a definite need — a 
close-in place to tune and practice. For the public, it addresses a larger social 
need, namely a safe alternative for hordes of canyon racers who currently 
freak out the tourists each Sunday. It can't possibly have a noise problem, as 
the overflying jets already peg your eardrums at ground level. Nobody lives 
there, because force majeure has long since moved them out. Tbe area is 
already fenced and patrolled, so controlled access is provided for without 
spending any additional money. Though the pavement is a tad cobby, 
roadside hazards are few and removable. 

The Airport Authority and the City of Los Angeles, who own it, are at a 
loss as to what to do with it, now that it is cleared of residents. The general 
consensus is that the authorities would like to find a private concessionnaire 
to do something with the facility that would earn money. CMC’s Pat Manning 
is one potential concessionnaire that would jump at the chance. 

There are two big, bad stumbling blocks, however. One is the Coastal 
Planning Commission. They would like to see it returned to nature. Yeah, 
another bunch of Brown appointees. Posey-sniffers. They’ve chosen to ignore 
the fact that, in addition to a view of the ocean, the property also overlooks a 
steam generating plant and a Standard Oil tank farm. Hardly a pristine natural 
area. But if they get their way, the pavement would be broken up and the 
sand allowed to roll in the wind, forever. 

The Airport Authority, which would like to make a little money on its 
heavy investment, doesn’t agree. They are fighting the Coastal Commission 
decision. But if they get their way, the pavement will also be plowed up. 
They have decided to make it a golf course. Sure, fellas, you line up a crucial 
putt, and “Whoom!” over flies a 747 in heat. Are the golfers that desperate, 
as your spokesmen would have us believe? 

So “Corsa Pacifica” is a long shot. Wave bye-bye . . . or are you willing to 
fight for it? There are many avenues to approach to try and obtain the area 
for roadracers and sports car types to use. One is to call the Governor’s office. 
Another is to bug State Parks & Recreation. And Los Angeles City Parks & 
Rec as well. But of all, the most immediate thing you can do, is call the office 
of Mr. William M. Schoenfeld, Deputy General Manager — Planning, (213) 
646-7393. Tell him, politely, that you’re very upset that golfers, who already 
have dozens of facilities, crowded or not, got first crack at this, while you, 
who have nowhere to go at all, got ignored. Be firm, be frank, but be nice. If 
enough of you do it, we might just get the whole area opened up from 
scratch. Or for scratchin’,

What to tell them (or their staff)? Tell them you support the multiple use concept of public land 
management. Tell them you support the principle of sustaimed yield. Tell them you oppose turning the 
BLM rangers into a police force; that they are trained and educated to be educators, mterpreters, and 
naturalists — not cops. Tell them what you fell about riding open lands, tell them what you need and what 
you think your taxes should pay for. Finally, tell them you think the bill in its present form should be 
vetoed. How to get in touch? You can send a public opinion telegram to any public official by calling (800) 
648-4100 (toll-free) and giving your message to Western Union on the phone. Often, the operator will be 
able to help you with the address. 

Another thing most people fail to do: Learn the location of your Congressman's home district office, 
drop in and have a quiet chat with the staff there. Be prepared to educate and inform rather than get angry. 
It really works.

could it have happened, 

and only to a guy like Bob 

Gill: Flamboyant, dare- 

devil, paralyzed from the 

waist down and still mak- 

ing waves. So you say. 

Couldn't happen to you, 

right? Sorry, buddy — it 

begins to happen every 

time that a bunch of guys get together in a garage with a 

few beers to build something — something that might 
someday be worth money. 

But what happened to Bob Gill, at the end of his 
7,800-mile “Ride for Independence,” has to be one of 
the most bizarre variations of the “friends turned 
enemies over money" syndrome on record. A week later, 
with some of the moment's emotions growing cold, it 
still reads like the script of a TV drama. 


Day One — an emotional roller-coaster 

We had known at CN that Bob was due to complete 
his cross country ride on or about August 4. He had left 
St. Petersburg, Florida early in July, riding a 
specially-built Kawasaki 900/sidecar outfit called the 
"Para-Putt". It was a rig only a man with limp, useless 
legs could appreciate: handshift, one-lever unified 
three-wheel braking, an open-backed sidecar that 
allowed Bob to load his wheelchair, mount and ride 
without aid. For a man who has been told “forget your 
past life, it's over" the machine is a dream come true. 

And he had ridden it 7,800 miles, 2,500 of them in 
driving rain, to city after city, trying to generate support 
for the National Paraplegia Foundation, hoping someday 
for a cure for spinal cord injury. He'd gotten keys to 
cities, testimonials from mayors, and most of all, pledges 
of support. His constant message — the U.S. Government 
allotted barely $100,000 a year for this kind of spinal 
injury research; and a million dollars is needed. 


Now the ride was over; and I'd gotten a call to attend 
a press conference in Hollywood’s Holiday Inn to hear 
about Bob’s ride and the waves it was making. The PR 
types who tipped me gave me the wrong hotel name, so I 
was late. They’d given other press the wrong date, so 
they were really late... Situation Normal in Holly- 
wood, 

But Joe Parhurst from Cycle World was there, and the 
L.A. Times’ Shav Glick. There was a guy from Big Bike 
and some Easter Seal people. George Barksdale had 
brought some of the Inconvenienced Young Sportsmen, 
legless Ricky Good and “Short Ricky" on their 
skateboards down on the front row. Otherwise, the 
room was half full of wheelchairs. 


There's a rough camaraderie among paraplegics. There 
has to be. People turn their faces, hide their kids, try to 
pretend they’re not there — as if there were some stigma 
to having a critical part of your body broken, something 
that might rub off. And these guys had had a craw full 
of it. They were here to share Bob’s triumph and his 
hope; to holler **Right On!" when Bob would say things 
like “We're the same people; we're just a little shorter." 
It was turning into a civil rights rally. 

"I've knocked on a lot of doors and rattled a lot of 
cages," Bob told them. When he hit Washington, D.C. 
during Queen Elizabeth’s visit, the Queen got four and 
one-half minutes of local TV news coverage, and Bob got 
eight. He rode down U.S. 1 in D.C. with a TV 
cameraman straddling his front wheel. A cop had 
pulled them over and asked “What the hell are you guys 
doing?” His donated Beltek CB had saved him once 
when a flat tire in the middle of nowhere could have left 
him totally helpless. 

Now the adventure was completed, and Bob had a 
platform to tell the "normal" world some things he and 
his wheelchair-borne comrades know intimately. Like 
the fact that Bob paid $900 for his wheelchair, and it 
has “about as many parts as a bicycle. I’m really down 
on the medical industry. $300 for this foam rubber pad 
I'm sitting on." Cheers and bitter agreement from the 
others, like teen-age Charlie, whose chrome-plated 
wheelchair rusted out from the inside and broke. The 
manufacturer had told him, in effect, caveat emptor. 

Darryl Bassani was there, and stood up with Bob. 
Seems they’d been talking about busting the wheelchair 
market. “Hey, knowing what we know about race bike 
frames, we should be able to come up with a lighter, 
stronger chair, more comfortable, with a sophisticated 
suspension at the kind of prices they're charging today. 
If it's at all feasible, we're going to try it." 

There's more. Seems the Russians say muscles never 
die, not even the shriveled-up paralyzed tissues of many

paraplegics. The American Medical Association doesn't 
buy that. A bill had been passed for spinal cord 
regeneration research (to learn how to make a severed 
spinal cord grow back together) and President Nixon 
vetoed it. 

Then the bombshell. Dropped in a news release by 
Shav Glick. Bob Hurt, an Indy race car driver who has 


been paraplegic for eight years, went to Russia under 
tight security. At the Surgical Institute in Leningrad he 
was given enzyme treatments and therapy in a 
hyperbaric (high pressure) chamber, a legacy of the 
Russ' space program. He walked out. It was speculated 
at the conference that Mark Williams is there now, under 
equally heavy security. According to Bob, the problem is 
not so much the Russians as our own people who refuse 
to believe a cure is possible. 

Heady stuff, and on this emotional high, people began 
to trickle out of the conference room, to get some pix of 
Bob on his Sidehack. The kids were gone first. “They're 
like ants," said George Barksdale as the two Rickys 
darted through a forest of legs and disappeared. Almost 
instantly, Ricky Good was back, white-faced. “‘It’s gone! 

It’s gone, the sidecar's gone!" 

“Right then, I coulda’ stepped on the kid for making 
a joke like that,” George said later. But it was no joke. 
Still imcredulous, refusing to believe, we all rushed 
outside, amputees on skateboards, able-bodied, 
wheelchairs, all helter-skelter pell-mell through the 
crowded lobby, freaking out the Beautiful People, to 
find Bob’s Kawasaki leaning on a post, fluid dripping 
from a severed brake line, the culprits’ speedwrench still 
hanging from an engine mount. 





There was a note, It said “Bob, we have repossessed 
the sidecar. Doug & Harleigh" Bob was at first 
speechless, then furious. Slowly it came out. Doug 
Malewicki and Harleigh Langford were two friends who 
had helped Bob build the basic Para-Putt sidecar unit 
before Bob had moved with it to Florida. Bob had 
worked for Malewicki after his paralysis, helping 
promote stunts with Malewicki's "kite-cycle", a cross 
between a motorcycle and a hang glider which may or 
may not have been inspired by good ol' Mo'cross Cat. 
(Remember?) 

Bob acknowledged owing Langford $600 for parts 
and materials. He said, “If they'd come up to the 
conference and asked for it, I could have given them the 
money. Now they've really done it. This bike is my only 
transportation. They've cost me, and they've cost NPF." 
So Bob called the cops. 

The cops came, the TV people came, and when they 
left, it was a dwindling and bewildered group of friends 
left trying to figure out how and why. What did they 
expect to gain? Where was the hack now? How had 
scores of people stood around the hotel front in broad 
daylight and let them do it? We shook hands and parted 
company, hoping that somehow the hack would be 
recovered intact. 


Day Two — the stakeout 

It's Friday, August 6. The TV people who thought the 
press conference was today came to the hotel, filmed 
Bob's account of the missing sidecar, and split. I ducked 
into the office one last time in the evening after a trip to 
the camera store. A co-worker tells me, “You had a call 
from Bob Gill. Says some guys are shaking him down for 
$2500 and they’re going to bust 'em tonight. Wants you 
to be there at the hotel.” 3 

Oh, God. Quick, call the wife, “Honey, I'm going to 
be late tonight. No, I don't know how late." Grab the 
camera and the notebook, jump in my van and boogie. 
Whistling through rush-hour freeway traffic, in a 
dinged-up van with wasted turn signals, bald tires and 
fading brakes, I’m thinking “What if I get busted? What 





if I crash? But worse, what if I'm too late?" Gas it. 


. There, at the hotel, there's a uniform cop car parked 
in plain sight in the driveway, and a uniformed sergeant 
arguing with plainclothes hotel dicks in the hallway. Was 
I too late? Up to Bob's room. “What?"' he cries. “They'll 
blow it all. Those guys will see the cop car and never 
come back." A flurry of phone calls. The prowl car gets 
moved, and the young sergeant comes up to talk with 
Bob and his lady Laurie. 

It turns out that the fuzz are in a legal strait-jacket, 
because the ownership of the sidecar is disputed. 
Apparently the boys had some legal advice to take the 
hack but leave the bike, which was duly registered in 
Bob's name. There was the obvious charge of 
vehicle-tampering, and the matter of extortion. Still, the 
cops were going to have to walk softly, maybe impound 
the hack until a court decided whose it was. But first, 
the hack had to be found. Doug and Harleigh still hadn’t 
shown. 

The sergeant called the D.A.’s office, got a few more 
legal points cleared up, and relaxed a bit. “We've got 
some angles," he said. "But you've got to decide which 
is more important — sending these guys to jail or getting 
your sidecar back in one piece." For Bob, the choice was 
obvious. 

We waited. The phone rang. It was Doug. The rest of 
us shut up as Bob did.the talking. Yes, he had the 
money. (He didn't, quite). They were leaving Orange 
County now with the hack. Be in Hollywood in about an 
hour. We wait some more. Laurie is out on the stair 
landing, sobbing with tension. The various types of cops 
and gumshoes distribute themselves about the building. 

The phone again. It's Doug. Wants Bob to come 
downstairs. Laurie’s beside herself. “I can’t face them." 
The fuzz have split for their stakeout positions. Bob asks 
me “Will you come with me?” and gives me the $600 
bait to hold. I leave camera and notebook in the room, 
and we walk/wheel together down to the bar. 

Malewicki is a small, intense young man who looks 
like a curly-topped teenager out of the 50’s. With him is 
a balding older guy who acts like a mouthpiece. Between 
them, they’ve got a stack of papers and file folders. The 
receipts for the money owed Langford are there, but 
Langford isn’t. He’s in a gas station somewhere awaiting 
a call from Malewicki. “If he doesn't hear from me 


within a certain time, he'll take the sidecar away." Not . 


too subtle. 

In addition to the $600 owed Langford, Malewicki is 
also claiming compensation for engineering services and 
prototype work rendered on the Para-Putt sidecar. For 
$1900, he's willing to relinquish his claim, and has 
papers for Bob to sign to that effect. He's also got a 
brochure for his prototype design company, with 
pictures of Bob's hack along with the kite-cycle and 
early versions of Evel Knievel's Skycycle rocket. He 
wants Bob to sign a release for use of the photo in the 
brochure. 

Adrenalin is really pumping. We show the $600, 
Malewicki refuses to show the sidecar. Neither trusts the 
other. We agree to go to Bob's room to talk some more, 
and walk/wheel out. Into the arms of the cops. Fora 
moment, Malewicki and his friend are blown. Then 
self-control returns, and the cops march us all to the 
hotel office to try to straighten things out. 

Malewicki repeats his claims; Bob repeats his. The cop 
in charge waves both away. “Im not interested in that. 
Up until you (turning to Malewicki) took the sidecar, 
this was a civil matter, and there'd be no need for us to 
be involved. But with the taking of the sidecar, it 
becomes a criminal matter." And he began to tick off 
the possible charges. The choice made short and sweet. 
Return the sidecar, and Malewicki and his friends are 
free to go, seek a court injunction against Bob leaving 
with it, anything they want. The phone call to Langford 
is made. “The cops are all over us. Bring the sidecar.” 

Bob pays Langford the $600 he owes him, and both 
sign a release statement. Bob also signs the release on 
Malewicki’s brochure. As to Doug’s other claims, Bob 
says, “Earlier we might have talked. But after what you 
did to me here, I owe you nothing.” 

Malewicki and his friends are visibly bitter. “Well, 
Bob, you ripped us off again,” he said in parting. It’s 
obviously not over. Once things get to this point 
between former friends, it never is. 

Back when everybody was swigging beer and joshing 
and working on the hack, Malewicki never got anything 
with Bob’s signature on it spelling out who’d get what if 
the machine were patentable or marketable. He rues that 
fact very bitterly. Good buddies never like to think of 
such things at the time of construction. And because 
they never do, they're likely to wind up enemies, and in 
court. °

Marzocchi shocks handle the leading and trailing link 
suspension chores, while disc brakes fore and aft grind 
the speed off. x 

Klaus starts pushing the sidecar down pit road as the 
engine blubblers, catches and finally resounds with a 
clutched howl that livens the sparse crowd hiding in the 
massive stands. 

taying low on the bowl Gerhard turns a 123.9 mph 

ÈD first lap and coasts into the pits to explain the 
problems he is having. On the bowl the engine flattens 
out because of the surging gasoline on the 30 degree 
angle. Handling has become a problem as the finely 
balance and sprung racing machine is pressed with heavy 
G’s on the bank and loses all its suspension travel. A 
sidecar is at best a compromise between a car and a 
motorcycle, and the Europeans have carefully 
constructed frames thatbring ^ the handling faults as 
close to neutral as possible. The banking takes the 
bottomed-out manned missile and creates negative 
handling effects that actually tug on the sidecar and try 
to hurl it down off the banking. It is scary for Klaus and 
physically exhausting for Gerhard. 

The officials at the start-finish lme have come out of 
their tower to discuss the possibility that the low slung 
sidecar is passing under the electronic timing beam. 

A second run is shoved off down the pit road as the 
officials decide that the sidecar is breaking the beam. 
Heukerott tries a higher line around the tri-oval and 
comes shrieking around the track at 128.904 mph, but 
shuts it down immediately after crossing the finish line 
because he thought he felt it tighten. 

“Hey Lee, the bike has stopped on the track.” said 
the pit steward to the guy waiting in an AMC Hornet 
stock car. 

“Yeh, the spring ran down,” the balding driver replied 
as he sat inside his specially prepared 
left-hand-turning-only car. 

The sidecar comes back into the Talladega garage area 
and the plugs are removed. The top outside right hand 
plugs are ghost white as the bowl is sloshing the petrol to 
the left side of the small gas reservoir. A light is needed 
to look at the top of the pistons. 

erhard stops a police car and asks, “Do you have 

an electric lantern?" He gets no reply. '*A battery 
light?" still no answer as the two cops sit dumbfounded. 
“Do you know where we might find a light?" 

One of the teenage girls yells “flashlight” and the cops 
instantly produce two flashlights so the pistons can be 
looked over. 

Two more attempts are made later in the day, but 
none produce any speeds in excess of 125 mph. It is 
disappointing because in practice they had turned a lap 
of 132.589 mph. 

“I think with a special frame it is possible to go 200 
miles per hour. We must modify the whole frame. This is 
only a 500cc engine used for European road racing. A 
750 is much better," says Gerhard as he comes in from 
the last run. As he talks he rubs his leg which was 
pressed down against the four exhaust pipes the whole 
power-wrenching trip around the bowl. The skin is 
burned through the leathers, as is the skin on his 


forearms from the pressure forcing his arms off of the 
cylinder head pads. 
In the infield hospital he is still joking and talking 
about how when he first came to Daytona in 1973 
he felt that America had vast road racing 
potential This year he came early so 
that he could take Steinhausen to 
Daytona to get the feel of the 
track before bringing him 
to Talladega. 


olf Steinhausen had sat on the pit wall with 

his mechanic Oliver Althoff, but now all the 
record attempts were done. They quickly changed 
into their leathers and prepared to do a demonstratio 
on the road course. Rolf said, “It is good, On this course 
you could run 50 sidecars, no problem." He was anxious 
to get going and chafed at the constant delays. He had 
come all this way and had not been allowed up on the 
bowl. Now at least he could work the cobwebs out on 
the infield road course. - 

For the first lap he and Oliver were tentative, but 
extremely fluid. On the second lap they were building 
up a head of steam and lapping at a rapid pace. Oliver 
was constantly moving, switching the balance points, 
laying out here, tucking in there, and as they came 
around the road course the last time towards the tight 
right hander they made a swift left and were up on the 
bowl. Like a bird in flight they climbed high on the wall 
and you could hear the shrieking Yamaha grab gear after 
gear as Rolf counted to himself, “Ein, zwei, drei, fier, 
funf, sech... ”? °

At 10:01 a.m. on Saturday morn- 
ing the first rider left the starting 
line at the Coyote Motocross 
track. For the next 24 hours he 


and members of the other 28 teams in 
the big bike classes and five mini-bike 
teams thrashed around the Nebraska 
fields and ravines in the Genoa 24 Hour 
Endurance Run. 


The endurance run is a cross between 
an Enduro and a Hare Scrambles. The 
whole 18 mile course was within a five 
mile radius of the pit area with CBs at 
each check point so that all riders could 
be located at anytime during the run. 
There was only one mile of gravel road

in the course. The rest was ravines, hills 
with winding log filled trails through the 
trees and, for good measure, some 
cornfields were thrown in. The rain 
started about the same time the run did 
and continued the first couple of hours 
turning everything to mud. Outside of 
one field, nothing else had a blade of 
grass or a rock on it. Cornfields became 
mudfields trapping every rider who 
came through. 

Later in the afternoon the course got 
tacky and it was impossible to slide 
around any of the corners. As the day 
wore on the mud dried up some and the 
run became faster. The fields had three 
foot mounded terraces making natural 
motocross jumps. One hill that rattled 
the riders was straight down about 20 
feet with about 6 feet to stop and turn 
before running into the trees. 

After the sun went down, the course 
looked completely different. Things 





that only taxed the reflexes and were 
ignored during the day, became hidden 
obstacles at night. 

Ken Brooks and Greg Johnson on a 
TT-500 Yamaha took the lead early 
Saturday morning and maintained it 
until dawn Sunday morning. During the 
night they bent a front fork tube. The 
damaged forks slowed Brooks and 
Johnson down enough for Stan Gregory 
and Bruce Crotty to take the lead 
Returning to the pits after the race, 
Brooks did a wheelie for the spectators. 
While the front end was in the air, the 
forks and tire fell off. 

If endurance riders are a special 
breed, so are the bikes they ride. These 
bikes went anywhere from 400 to 552 
hard miles with chain lube the only 
maintenance on most of them during 
the 24 hours. Gregory and Crotty rode 
their 250 Penton 552 miles averaging 22 
mph. ©
